ADDRESS OF WORTHY GRAND MATRON 


Worthy Grand Patron, Grand Officers, Past Grand Officers and 
Members of the Grand Chapter of Alberta. 

Greetings: 

My Beloved Sisters and Brothers: 

“I greet you all as ‘My Beloved’ for if, on earth, 

There be a place where friendship ripens into love, 

And where the human heart expands to grasp and hold, 

Within its inner chamber, love’s sweet dream, 

’Tis h.ere. Not love of country—great and glorious love. 

Not that sweet love of which the poets sing— 

Not that pure love the child doth leaxn as 

Nestling in its Mother’s arms

Come weal, come woe, burns on, and is not yet consumed 

When life’s dim, flickering lamp goes out. Not such as these

We are assembled today to review, the work of 
the past year and by concerted action devise laws and rules to govern 
us in the future, by appropriate legislation to continue the great' work 
which has been accomplished b3' the Order of the Eastern Star in Alberta 
during the past Twenty-one 3'ears. My earnest prayer is that this gather¬ 
ing shall be most congenial and profitable to us all, that it shall bring 
us together into a closer relationship and give us a truer and deeper 
understanding of the principles of our glorious Order. In addition to 
the gracious welcomes already so eloquently expressed, I am pleased to 
add my personal greeting to our Guests of Honor, The Grand Officers, 
Past Grand Officers, Members and Visitors and bid each and every one 
a welcome that is both cordial and sincere. 

We are especially honored by the presence of our Most Worthy 
Grand Matron, Sister Mildred K. Schanbacher and Most Worthy Grand 
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Patron, Brother John Hammill. Their presence is indeed an inspiration 
and we trust that their stay with us will be most pleasant, leaving with 
them only memories worth cherishing.

1 promised with your help to give you a continuation of that peace¬ 
ful, steady progress, harmonious forward Marching for the good of the 
Order on the same lines which those distinguished predecessors of mine 
have so ably developed, marked out and left as a legacy for us who 
follow. It has been my endeavour to inspire new zeal, arouse new en¬ 
thusiasm and create new harmony. Most Nobly have, you responded, 
Sisters and Brothers, faithfully and zealously have you upheld my weak 
and falling hand. I have tried to keep the faith yet— 

“I see but cannot reach the height 
That lies forever in the light 
And yet forever and forever.” 

With my heart filled with gratitude for the privileges enjoyed I 
submit for your consideration an account of my official acts. ’Tis yours 
to judge; ’Tis mine to know I have given my best.

CONDITIONS OF CHAPTERS 

During the year my aim has been to inspire an underlying spirit of 
fraternal fellowship and a desire to put into practice in our daily living 
the basic principles of our Order, as well as to stress the importance of 
the strict observance of our Rules and Regulations and to give the Chap¬ 
ter, so far as in my power, some instructive attention. 

As a whole Chapters are doing splendid Ritualistic work, many being 
outstanding. I have found a wonderful spirit of harmony and goodwill 
existing in nearly every Chapter and a desire and willingness to correct 
irregularities in form and law as they were discovered. 

Near and dear to my heart are the smaller Chapters many times 
handicapped by small memberships and heavy running expenses, whose 
officers have little opportunities to visit for observation and guidance and 
yet in many cases the work in these Chapters has been of unusually fine 
quality and a true fraternal feeling exists among the members. 

We are all aware of the difficulties which have confronted govern¬ 
ments, institutions and individuals during the last few years; of the 
problems they have endeavoured to solve, of the continued depression in 
trade, commerce and industrial activity, of the general feeling of insecur¬ 
ity—and it was inevitable that these conditions would be reflected in our 
Order. 

For the first time in the history of the Grand Chapter the Grand 
Secretary's report shows a decrease in membership. A considerable num¬ 
ber have been lost to us through suspension for N.P.D. and owing, prob¬ 
ably, to the feeling of financial insecurity we have not had so many de¬ 
siring admittance. 

Some of our Chapters are finding it difficult to “carry on” owing to 
depleted membership and financial losses. But it is surprising how they 
meet their hardships and brave their difficulties; they deserve great praise 
for their loyalty to the Order and I felt justified in encouraging the mem¬ 
bers to hold fast believing, as I have stated many times, that the success 
of any Chapter does not depend upon a large membership but rather 
upon members who are conscious of their responsibilities. 
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It is an old and perhaps trite saying that there is, more to our work 
than a mere increase in numbers, of far greater value will it be if we 
can cement our present membership into a united force eager to demon¬ 
strate its loyalty and filled with a determination to make the most of the 
advantages which the Eastern Star offers. So vital and inspired there is 
no purpose impossible of achievement. Out of service so rendered there 
is certain to come joy and satisfaction which will fully recompense us for 
all the sacrifice required. 

Let me urge the Chapters to continue inter-visitations; they have 
proven of inestimable value. The Presiding Officers may make the 
meetings more attractive to the memberships by having short interesting 
sessions, with work 1 well conferred and some diversion in the way of 
short talks on appropriate subjects and whenever possible provide more 
frequent opportunities for social intercourse thereby developing fellowship 
and friendship. So long as the Eastern Star meets the demands of the 
human heart so long will it live and prosper. 

BENEVOLENCE 

Our devotions to the principles of our Order finds tangible evidence 
and concrete expression in our benevolent work, and I was proud to find 
the Chapters justifying their existence, in responding in such a generous 
way, to the call of want and the piteous wail of sorrow. 

The number of visits and flowers sent to the sick, gifts of delicacies 
and books, was a great revelation and the Chapters are to be commended 
upon the great amount of good they have accomplished. Special mention 
should be made of the activities of the Central Sick Committee of Ed¬ 
monton, Calgary and Lethbridge, who by their visits to out-of-town-mem¬ 
bers sick in hospital in their respective cities, have brought the sunshine 
of fraternal love into many a lonely sick-room. This is indeed a splendid 
work. 

These are perilous times through which we are passing. The calls of 
the needy are heard on every side, and if ever there were days when the 
benevolent spirit should dominate our total existence, those days are upon 
us.

Shortly after our instalation a warm welcome was extended to the 
Grand Marshal, Sister Harwood and myself by our Home Chapter, Miz¬ 
pah, No. 6, with gifts and flowers. Pleasures in life are only cherished 
in proportion to the enjoyment derived by those who are nearest and 
dearest to us, and we were pleased to have the members of our beloved 
Home Chapter express their delight in the honor that had come to them. 

Open-hearted and generous hospitality greeted me at every turn in 
the City of Lethbridge. The Officers and Members of Maple Leaf Chap¬ 
ter, No. 7, and Laurel Chapter, No. 43, were lavish in entertainment, 
constant in devotion and neither time nor effort were spared to make 
my stay most comfortable and happy.

On November 24, 1932, I was the honor guest at a dinner party given 
by the Past Matrons and Past Patrons of Mizpah Chapter, No. 6, I shall 
long sherish joyous thoughts of this delightful occasion. 
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Another outstanding event of my year was the twenty-first Anniver¬ 
sary of Mizpah Chapter, No. 6. This was a memorable occasion with all 
resident Past Grand Officers, and all but four members of the Official 
Grand Family Present. 

Once again on May 26, 1933, Mizpah Chapter, ever dear, loyal and 
true added to my cup of happiness by holding a reception at the home of 
Sister Margaret A. Johnson (the Grand Aunt to whom I owe so much 
for all her loving kindness). Everything was thoughtfully planned and 
delightfully carried out. Even as the members of Mizpah had welcomed 
me home beautifully and kindly so they bade me farewell.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

Questions have been asked during the year but most of them have 
been answered before or were covered by law: I record but one: 

Q.—Is a young girl eligible for membership, whose parents live in 

-(Where there is a Chapter) in_where she 

has been a student for the past two years? 

A.—Yes. Page 30, Section 25, Constitution states in part. “In case 
of unmarried persons, permanent residence to mean place where they are 
engaged in their various occupations.” 

IRREGULARITIES 

The following irregularities have been noted and corrected: 

Chapters not being opened at the hour prescribed in the By-laws. 

Ballot boxes not being properly prepared. Not sufficient black cubes. 

One Chapter without a Sentinel. 

Members entering and retiring from Chapter while in Session with¬ 
out permission of th'e Presiding Officer. 

Register signed in pencil. 

Official correspondence from Subordinate Chapters without the seal 
of the Chapter. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

That the customary pages be set aside in our Proceedings in memory 
of the departed in this and other Grand Jurisdictions. 

That the Grand Chapter supply suitable sympathy cards, or stationary 
and postage, for the use of the Grand Chaplain in the performance of 
her duties. 
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GOOD OF THE ORDER 

It is not what we profess to be but what we are that makes us one 
of the greatest organizations for disseminating the true principles of 
enduring Sisterhood and Brotherhood. Not in the secret signs, grip and 
passwords lie the strength and power we possess, but the vital energiz¬ 
ing principles absorbed by each one of us from the lessons taught as 
we assemble about our Holy Altar. May we try to absorb more of those 
fundamental principles which our loved Order teaches that we may help 
to make it a still better, larger and more potent agency in making this 
world in which we live more happy, and a place in which all men can 
dw.ell together in unity. 

To me, the paramount aim of our Chapters, as well as our Order 
as a whole, should be the performance of acts of Loving Kindness. The 
ambition to give our work correctly, to add beauty to our work as well 
as our surroundings, to increase our membership, to stimulate social 
activities is a worthy ambition indeed but the Order of the Eastern Star 
has failed entirely in its primary object if we fail to scatter deeds of 
kindness which bring sunshine into the lives of others. 

Heartaches are everywhere about us; sometimes where we least 
expect; therefore I urge you to be thoughtful of others, more kind. 
Kindness is a universal language, minds may conflict and motives be mis¬ 
understood, but a smile and a kindly deed goes straight to the heart of 
our fellow man. 

Let me remind you that Harmony and Unity are absolute essentials 
for success and progression, and that members should at all times be 
ready to subordinate self that Harmony may prevail. 

I urge the Worthy Matrons and Worthy Patrons and Officers of 
all Subordinate Chapters to read and study the Constitution and Book of 
Instructions of the Grand Chapter, and the By-laws of their own 
Chapter, thus increasing their knowledge of the same. 

Let me impress upon the membership to keep silent all that tran¬ 
spires in the Chapter room; remember the sacredness of our obligation, 
and strive for a strict observance of the law. 

As I have talked all year against the misuse of the. ballot and know¬ 
ing the admonitions given by all my predecessors it seems superfluous 
to add anything now. 

Sisters and Brothers let us have a determination to forsake the things 
that retard our growth and seek at all times to promote only those things 
which will strengthen and build up our Order. For only by so doing 
can we hope to obliterate the unpleasant results arising from the pro¬ 
miscuous use of the “black ball” and the Thoughtless Tongue.

On September 26th, 1932, I had the pleasure of instituting Adah 
Chapter, U.D. at Monitor, Alberta. Assisting in the ceremony were 
Sister Ethel M. Atkinson, of Mizpah Chapter, No. 14, Winnipeg, Mani¬ 
toba, acting as Grand Marshal; Sister E. McBride, P.M., of Bessborough 
Chapter, No. 84, Coronation, acting as Grand Chaplain; Sister A. K. 
Frame (Bessborough), acting as Grand Secretary; Sister N. Webb 
(Bessborough), acting as Grand Warder and Brother G. K. Stevenson 
(Bessborough), acting as Grand Sentinel. 

The principal officers of this new chapter are as follows: 

Worthy Matron—Mrs. Ida Lillian McRae. 

Worthy Patron—Mr. Athelston Grace. 

Associate Matron—Mrs. Helen Horsch. 

Associate Patron—Mr. Charles B. Horsch. 

Adah Chapter commenced business with a membership of twenty-six, 
only one of whom, Sister McRae, was a member of the Order previous 
to the institution of this Chapter. 
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The Officers and Members of Bessborough Chapter, No. 84, Corona¬ 
tion, exemplified the work of a subordinate chapter in a most creditable 
manner. I found it very difficult to realize that the degree work was 
being performed by a Chapter which had held but fifteen meetings since 
its own institution. 

When I learned that Miss E. M. Atkinson, the sister of the new 
Worthy Matron, was visiting from Winnipeg, I felt that the opportunity 
was too good to miss, and so asked her to act as Grand Marshal. I 
must congratulate this young lady on the excellent manner in which, with 
but a few minutes notice, she performed the duty. It is evident that 
Mizpah Chapter, No. 6, Calgary, our Grand Matron’s Chapter, is not the 
only Mizpah Chapter that can produce good officers. 

I was unable to make a second visit to Adah Chapter, but Sister Mc¬ 
Rae and I met in Lethbridge several times, and have kept in touch with 
each other by mail. It has not been necessary for me to make any de¬ 
cisions other than to amplify certain portions of the Instructions.

Sister Elizabeth Thompson, Worthy Grand Matron of Laurel Chap¬ 
ter, No. 43, Lethbridge, and her Officers and Members turned out in force, 
together with Sister Lizzie Reagh, Worthy Matron of Maple Leaf Chap¬ 
ter, No. 7,—a whole bus load of loyal Lethbridge supporters. 

Members of Shelby Chapter, Montana, were also guests at this meet¬ 
ing and the delightful banquet which followed. 

On January 10th, 1933, I had the very great honor of presiding at 
the joint installation of the two Lethbridge Chapters. 
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Sister Mamie G. E. Gibson, P.G.M., again acted as Grand Marshal, 
and Sister Helena Westbrook, Grand Esther, performed the duties of 
Grand Chaplain once more. Sister Annie Lundy, P.M., of Laurel Chap¬ 
ter, acted as Grand Conductress, and Sister Hihna L. Kress, P.M., of 
Maple Leaf Chapter, as Grand Organist. 

As Sister Martha Walker, Associate Matron Elect, was unable to be 
present on this occasion, I had the pleasure of completing this duty on 
March 6th, 1933, during the official visit to Laurel Chapter of our Worthy 
Grand Matron, Sister Scaife, who kindly assisted me by delivering the 
obligation. 

Sister Mary Harwood, Grand Marshal, was present and acted in her 
official capacity. Sister Helena Westbrook once again undertook the 
duties of Grand Chaplain. 

I was fortunate enough to see our Worthy Grand Matron perform 
the installation ceremony on two occasions—once at the Constitution of 
Zenith Chapter, No. 85, on June 28th, 1932, at Cochrane, Alberta, and 
again at North Star Chapter, No. 34, Calgary, on December 29th.

In the past it has been the especial duty of the Worthy Grand 
Patron to endeavour to create an interest in, and to solicit subscrip¬ 
tions for the Thomas Wilson Home Fund. The recommendation adopted 
last session has restricted my activities to the territory allotted to me. 
It is for this reason that I have written no circular letters to subordinate 
chapters; but have left this duty to the Home Fund Executive. The 
new arrangement has worked out extremely well. With Brother T. W. 
Bull as General Chairman the matter could not be in better hands, and 
I have every reason to believe that had conditions been normal we should 
have been able to report the best year on record. My own Chapter has

made a larger donation this year than at any other time. I thank them 
for the compliment. It is an additional evidence of their splendid co¬ 
operation. I wish to thank the Committees and the Chapters which have 
responded for their loyal support. 

Those who founded our Order put forth a great deal of effort and 
made sacrifices that we might benefit. If through our combined efforts 
this Eastern Star Home becomes an actual fact, we shall have the satis¬ 
faction of knowing that we have done something to contribute to the 
happiness of others. 

Some of you have heard me use this little poem in my talks on the 
Home Fund. It is because it expresses this thought of service for 
others that I repeat it now. 

An old man going a lone high way, , 

Came at the evening cold and gray 
To a chasm, vast and deep and wide, 

The old man crossed in the twilight dim, 

The sullen stream had no fears for him; 

But when he was safe on the other side, 

He built a bridge to span the tide. 

‘Old man,’ said a fellow pilgrim near, 

You’re wasting your strength in building here, 

Your journey will end with the ending day, 

You never again will pass this way. 

You’ve safely crossed to the other side, 

Why build you this bridge at eventide?’ 

The builder lifter his old grey head, 

‘Good friend! In the path I’ve come,’ he said, 

‘There followeth after me, to-day, 

A youth whose feet must pass this way. 

This chasm that is as naught to me, 

To that fair youth may a pitfall be, 

He, too must cross in the twilight dim,

As this Grand Chapter was organized on July 20th, 1912, many Chap¬ 
ters came of age during the past year. I received many very kind invi¬ 
tations to birthday parties and other social events; but, for business 
reasons, had to forego the pleasure in some cases. 

On September 22nd, 1932, I attended the Twenty-first Anniversary 
of Mizpah Chapter, No. 6, Calgary, at which Sister Scaife was the guest of 
honor. It was a most enthusiastic gathering. The birthday cake was a 
work of art. I trust that our Worthy Grand Matron Iras found space in 
her report to describe it. Owing to my very late arrival I received quite 
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an ovation when I entered the banquet room. Surely it was not envy 
which prompted our “Worthy Grand Official Gift Examiner” to remark 
later, “No one man is worth waiting five miutes for.” 

On October nth, 1932, I was fortunate enough to be a guest at an 
equally delightful anniversary—the coming of age of the largest chapter 
in the Province—Maple Leaf No. 7, Lethbridge. 

At each of these meetings one of the most interesting features was a 
history of the Chapter from its formation. 

The Past Matrons’ and Past Patrons’ evening of Bethel Chapter, 
No. 39, Calgary, on November 16th, 1932, is another social gathering that 
I thoroughly enjoyed.

In addition to attending the Constitution of Zenith Chapter, No. 85, 
Cochrane, and the Twenty-first Anniversary of Mizpah Chapter, No. 6, 
Calgary, in company with our Worthy Grand Matron, I had the very 
great pleasure of attending the following chapters on the occasion of 
Sister Scaife’s official visit.

At each of these meetings the business of the Chapter was well con¬ 
ducted, and the degree work beautifully performed. I wish to express 
my appreciation of the kindness and courtesy extended to us by all the 
Chapters visited. x 

Much to my regret weather conditions and alterations in train ser¬ 
vice made it impossible for me to carry out some of my plans; but I 
managed to attend about twenty other meetings “unofficially.” I had no 
harrowing experiences of the type reported last year by Brother Steele; 
but I shall never forget my trip to Orion Chapter, Manyberries, on July 
13th, 1932. For many years I have tried to visit the Eastern Star Chapter 
and the Masonic Lodge in this town, as both hold their meetings in Blair 
Hall, named to honor our Grand Secretary, and I was anxious to see the 
only hall in this Province owned by a Eastern Star Chapter. July 13th 
was an ideal summer’s day. It was the occasion of the official visit of the 
D.D.G.M. to the Masonic Lodge, so I invited myself to the party. Two 
cars left Lethbridge at 4.00 p.m. and made the 120 mile trip to Many- 
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berries by 7.15 p.m. I attended the Chapter with the ladies, and, later, 
the Lodge with the men. They all met at a most enjoyable banquet 
in the evening. In the meantime it rained. Apparently it always rains at 
Manyberries on Chapter night; but nobody minds because all are inter¬ 
ested in farming. We drove all night, and reached Foremost, 42 miles 
distant at 9.00 a.m. One car broke an axle. I was elected driver of the 
other, and put the car in the ditch five times. I managed to avoid criti¬ 
cism by theratening to turn the wheel over to the first man who com¬ 
plained. At Foremost we were lucky enough to catch the tri-weekly 
mixed train home. However, it was well worth the experience. These 
are some of the joys of visiting, and to miss them would mean missing 
the opportunity to make lasting friendships. 

On May 12th I joined the members of Maple Leaf Chapter on a 
fraternal visit to Fort Macleod Chapter. I had the pleasure of present¬ 
ing a membership certificate to Miss Muriel Bailey, who was initiated by 
her mother, the Worthy Matron of that Chapter. 


GOOD OF THE ORDER 

It has been a pleasure to listen to the reports of local benevolence 
performed by many of the Chapters in this Jurisdiction. It is gratifying 
to note this practical demonstration of the teachings of our Order. 

In this Province we have not experienced the bank failures that have 
caused such havoc in the Grand Chapters to the South; but we may 
have problems arising from the current financial stringency—decrease 
in petitions, and increase in demits and suspensions. 

Provision is made in our Constitution and Standard By-laws for the 
granting of demits, and for dealing with members in arrears. Each case 
should be dealt with on its merits. It is one of the landmarks of the 
Order that it is the right of each Chapter to decide, from among eligible 
candidates, who shall be admitted to membership. As it is logical that 
each Chapter should have similar rights with regard to suspensions, I 
hesitate to make any “recommendation” on this controversial subject; but 
often I wonder if a suspension receives quite the same careful attention 
as a'petition. Is there not a tendency, sometimes, to treat arrears of 
dues in the same manner as electric light or gas accounts, and cut off the 
service because the bill is unpaid? There are many graceful ways of 
dealing with such cases and still complying with the Constitution. I 
have heard many expressions of appreciation regarding the tactful manner 
in which certain Subordinate Chapters have handled cases, and I have 
heard, also, some scathing criticisms. 

Decrease in revenue may tempt both this Grand Chapter and its Sub¬ 
ordinate Chapters to ignore the lessons taught by the experience of 
others. As there appears to be no constitutional provision regarding our 
investments, I recommend that the investment of all moneys of this 
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Grand Chapter be restricted to Dominion or Provincial Government 
securities. 

As this Grand Body has been in existence for twenty-one years, the 
question of life membership continually arises In order that certain 
misunderstandings may be cleared up I recommend that a committee be 
appointed to consider the advisability of framing legislation to govern 
the granting of Life and Honorary Memberships, and report their recom¬ 
mendations at the next session of Grand Chapter. 

I have been very much impressed by the splendid manner in which 
degree work was performed by the Chapters that I visited. Not merely in 
the City Chapters; but in the isolated districts where there is not the 
opportunity to witness its demonstration by others. When speaking at 
Chapter meetings I have said that in my humble opinion there was a 
tendency, generally, to place too much stress on letter perfect ritual. 
Lest I be misunderstood, let me hasten to explain that I consider the 
floor work and rendition of the ritual by the .Sisters of the Eastern Star 
something to which we men may look for inspiration; but I have always 
maintained that the reason that we learn our “Work” is that the lessons 
it teaches may become imbedded in our minds. It is merely a means to 
an end. It is the verbal method by which our truths are imparted to can¬ 
didates. There are other things equally important. There are many little 
country Chapters where a conscientious concentration on the teachings 
of our Order has produced a spiritual advance ahead of that attained 
by some of the larger Chapters. There is something about such Chapters 
that has an appeal to visitors. Many of you may remember Brother E. 
N. Barker, an old timer of the Cardston and Lethbridge districts. He 
is still a member of Laurel Chapter, although he has retired from his 
position as Police Magistrate, and is now living in the south of England. 
I have never forgotten one remark of his. Speaking in Chapter one 
evening he said that after a day in the police court listening to sordid 
stories, miserable tales and petty crimes, it was a pleasure to visit an 
Eastern Star Chapter room. There was something refreshing in the 
peaceful atmosphere he found there. Possibly it was a similar thought 
that prompted Burns to write. 

“Within this dear mansion may wayward contention, 

Or withered envy ne’er enter; 

May Secrecy round be the mystical bound, 

And Brotherly Love be the centre.” 


APPRECIATION 

This Grand Chapter has always been fortunate in its choice of 
Worthy Grand Matrons, and this year is no exception to the rule. It has 
been a very great pleasure for me to be associated with Sister Scaife 
during her term of office. Her executive ability, knowledge of the ritual¬ 
istic work, combined with a charming personality, a gracious manner and 
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a keen sense of humour, have won for her a very high place in the es¬ 
timation of our members. 

Although quite capable of handling any problem that might arise, our 
Worthy Grand Matron has paid me the compliment of asking my advice 
on certain matters, and has consulted me with regard to appointments. 
It is unnecessary to add that credit for any success that we have met 
with is due to her alone. I owe Sister Scaife a great deal for making a 
special trip to Monitor on May 3rd, 1933, and I am sure that the Officers 
and Members of Adah Chapter have received much benefit from her visit. 

Like all my predecessors I have discovered what an asset this Grand 
Chapter has in Brother Sam Blair, P.G.P., our Grand Secretary for 21 
years, and the only one of his sex in captivity on this continent. His 
long association with the transactions of our Order enables him to see 
pitfalls ahead, and to suggest ways of avoiding dangers that inexperienced 
Officers might rush into. 

My thanks are also due to Brother Rutherford, Associate Grand 
Patron, for performing duties that I was unable to attend to. I apprec¬ 
iate also his kindness in waiting for me at Calgary and driving me to 
Cochrane and back so that I might be present at the Constitution of 
Zenith Chapter. 

Space alone forbids me to mention all the Sisters and Brothers fi> 
whom I am indebted for courtesies during my term of office. To all of 
these, and to the Officers and Members of my own Chapter and those that 
have supported me I say, “Thank you.” 

The Worthy Grand Patron of New Mexico, Brother W. W. Adair, 
said in- his report, “A woman who survives being the wife of the Worthy 
Grand Patron is entitled to a front seat in heaven.” If this brother will 
make this a motion, I will have much pleasure in seconding it. I repeated 
this remark to my Grand Wife, at the same time voicing the hope that 
she would enjoy her privilege. With a look of resignation she replied, 
“No, darling, I would sooner be with you.” Much as I admire devotion 
to kindred and friends it seems to me that this is carrying the teachings 
of Ruth to extremes. 


CONCLUSION 

My year of office has been one of very great pleasure to me, and 
therefore it will be with feelings of regret that I shall hand over my 
duties to my successor. 

I am very grateful that peace and harmony have reigned in all the 
chapters I have visited. Looking backward, I can recall no unpleasant 
tasks; but my thoughts linger only on the happy hours spent in Chapter 
rooms, the good humoured banter of the banquet table, and the many 
friends I have made. 

I have endeavoured always to treat the serious part of our work 
with that dignity its nature demands, and have tried to the best of my 
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ability to fulfil the duties of my office in a manner acceptable to those 
who have the interests of the Order at heart; but sometimes the thought 
has passed through my mind that if, instead of making an official report 
of this nature, I had been privileged to place on record the amusing in¬ 
cidents, the stories and the embarrassing moments experienced by officers, 
Grand and otherwise, and covered by that sense of humour which so 
often saves a situation, the report would have been an Eastern Star “best 
seller.” Such things, however, are not to be written, but they will I 
hope, with other happy associations, form the excuse for many a reminis¬ 
cent hour when we have joined the ranks of the Past Grand Officers.

Dear Sisters and Brothers: 

In our report on this fund of one year ago, we called your attention 
to the fact that the receipts were not as great as the preceding year, the 
receipts from Chapters for the past year are $130.16 below that of last 
year. 

With the approval of your Committee on Finance, the $16,500.00 held 
by this fund in Government certificates, which have been reduced to 
3 j 4 %, were reinvested in Provincial Government Bonds, taking advantage 
of a favorable market, they have secured Bonds of a par vale of $19,500.00 
for the sum of $18,039.00, of these $2,000.00 is 514 % and the balance 
at 6%, at the price paid for these, they are now yielding a net interest 
on the investment of 6%%> I consider this a wise move and trust that 
it will meet the approval of our members.
